Street  Clean  in*  la  Paris. 

It  was  with  especial  interest  that  I 
made  myflrstr-xutninutiouof  the  streets 
Of  Paris,  fqr  I  remembered  thoffi  as  be¬ 
ing  iu  excellent  condition  in  18N9  (ex¬ 
position  year). 

After  u  clone  unci  careful  examination 
should  nay  that  tii(>y  arc  quita  as  well 
ami  thufi  there  is 
the  defective  pave- 
*ve  so  tuubb.  Iu  the 
matter  of  Jitter  however,  I  think  that 
'New  York  is  rmuih  better  cared  for,  ex¬ 
cept  in  the  more  frequented  show  streets, 
and. to  a  certain  extent  even  tfiere,  there 
is  more  pnper  sautlcred,  and  iu  mauy 
parts  of  tlie  town  much  less  attention 
seems  to  be  paid  to  its  collection  and 
removal.  On  the  whole,  I  think  wo  lose 
nothing  in  the  ontyparison.  N<  w  York 
is  as  clean  aud  at  least  as  tidy  as  Paris. 
The  method*  of  work  in  the  French  cap¬ 
ital  nro  in  many  respect*  different  from 
what  was  found  in  other  citi*s  aud  very 
differentfrom  the  method*  htae. 

Iu  1869  the  cleaning  of  the  streets 
was  transferred  frprn  the  prefecture  de 
polioe  to  the  prefecture  de  la;Keine,  and 
it  was  then  planed  in  the  bunds  of  the 
engineering  department.  The  cost  at 
that  timr  could  not  be  learned,  but  tho 
cost  In  1872  was  8,808,000  francs;  in 
1877  it  was  4,618,000;  in  1889  it  was 
6,630,000.  It  is  now  about  8,000,000 
francs.  Formerly  it  was  the  duty  of  all 
property  owner*  to  clean  onn-balf  of  th* 
Mtreet  if  this  did  not  exoeed  six  meters 
(30  feet).  This  work  is  now  done  by  the 
city  and  is  paid  for  by  a  special  tax  on 
tho  property,  which,  for  this  purpose,  1* 
divided  into  thfe*  classes— that  occupied 
(1)  by  buildings,:  (2)  by  walls  or  open 
ground*,  (4)  by  vacant  lots.  Iu  no  oase 
is  the  charge  mope  than  the  actual  cost 
to  the  city.  In  non  ie  cases  it  aa  materially 
lews.  Property  holder*  must*till  remove 
snow  arid  ice  from  the  sidewalk*,  ac¬ 
cording  to  spociflo  regulations. — Har¬ 
per’s  Weekly.
